The abandonment of the small post 
and the creation of brigade posts will 
be in pursuance of the policy of the 
government recommended by the sec- 
retary of war in establishing brigade 
posts, Or maneuver grounds, where 
three regiments of infantry or cavalry 
OF artillery may be stationed,’ instead 
of one regiment. 

For the brigade post in this section 
the government now has under consid- 
eration two locations, one being at 
Chickamauga and the other being near 
Tullahoma, in Tennessee. ‘It is prac- 
_tleally assured that at an early date

be selected by the government for the 
brigade post and the post at Fort Mc- 
Pherson will: be abolished.

BEING ATTACKED! 


Protests Come, From 


,Georgia and Carolinas. 


Alleged That Free Entry of 
Burlap Will Harmfully Affect 
Market for Lower Grades of 


Cotton Goods---Believed Sen- | 


- ate Will Change Free List Bill.

Washington, May 1.—(Special.)— 
Debate on the free list will ‘be con- 
cluded in the house by Thursday, ac» 
cording to the present qutlook and the 
vote will then be taken. It is practical- 
ly certain that the measure will pass 
overwhelmingly. Opposition to the 
free entry of burlap has been voiced 
the past few days by southern mill in- 
terests which. fear that such action 
will harmfully affect the market for 
the lower grade of cotton goods, such 
as osnaburegs. 

These protests have come particular- 
ly from Georgia, the Carolinas and 
from New York brokers. 

There is little doubt now, however, 
that burlap, will be included in the bill 
as it passes the house. 

What the senate will do to the free 
list bill cannot be prophesied, though 
a southern member of the finance com- 
mittee stated today that burlap’ would 
not be dn the bill as reported to the 


What Underwood Says. 


Leader Underwood, of the house, in 
said the house ways and means com- 
mittee considered the interests of the 
farmers of all sections of the country 
in framing the farmers” free list bill. 

“Free bagging and ties were given 
the southern cotton farmers,’’ he -said, 
“and burlap was proposed for free ad- 
mission as a concession to the grain 
who use this product (for 
sacking their grain.” 

He wag asked if it was not true that 
free’ burlap would come into competti- 
tion with the coarser grades of cotton 
goods, and possibly decrease the con- 
sumption of cotton for making cotton 
bags by from 600,000 1,000,000 bales an- 
nually. 

“That is like the argument .of the 
iron men,” he said. “They immediate- 
ly tdlk of pig iron furnaces being 
stopped in my district when it is pro- 
posed to take the duty off iron bands 
and certain steel products. They -im- 
mediately talk of pig iron furnaces be- 
ing started up in Japan and China to 
compete: with the ‘America-made steel.’ 
Of course, there are now no steel 
worke in’ those countries and no prob- 
ability of any being established, sO 
that has little weight with me.’ 


Senate Democrats Won't Talk. 
The six democratic members. of the 
senate finance committee were loath to 
discuss -for  -:pubdfican ¢ their’ attitude: 
toward the farmers’ free list bill as 


long as it was pending in the house, fF 


though two members expressed them- 
selves as against free burlap. 

Another expressed doubt 4s to 
whether the free list bill would ever 
be reported out, though this action 
would not necessarily prevent the bill 
being odfered on the floor as an amend- 
ment to the Canadian reciprocity bill 
and get before the senate in this shape. 

There are eight regular repwhblicans, 
six democrats and Senator LaFollette, 
an insurgent republican, on the finance 
committee.

Free List Debate in House. 

Speeches on the farmers’ free list 
bil lin the house today again sounded 
the note of Canadian annexation; trav- 
ersed the whole range of argument 
concerning Canadian reciprocity, al- 
ready disposed of by the house, and 
came back at times to specific attack 
upon or support of the free list bill. 

Mr. Madden, of Illinois, in a speech 
today, touched the annexation issue. 

“My hope is that if we can have 
closer commercial relations with the 
people of Canada,” he said, ‘‘some day 
this relationship may blend the .two 
peoples into one harmonious whole; 
and that the territory lying north of 
us may ‘become a part of the United 
States, as it should be. I have always 
believed we should be one people, un- 
der one flag, and’ under one form of 
government: and it will be better for 
us all when such a thing happens, if it 
ever does.” 

Free Bagging Attacked. ) 

Messrs. Gillette of Massachusetts, 
and Dyer of Missouri, attacked the free 
list bill because it put jute bagging, 
used to bale cotton with, upon the 
free list, thereby threatening the bag- 
making industry in this country. Mr. 
Gillette and the industry would. be 
transferred to India, where the cheap 
labor would make the bagging and 
that the saving to the cotton raiser in 
this country would be about 3 cents on 
a $70-bale of cotton. 

Democrats questioned Mr. 
sharply about the “bagging trust,” but 
he declared it did not exist. Mr. Burle- 
son, of Texas; demanded to know if 
the whole bag making industry was 
not controlled by three firms that par- 
celled out the quantity each should 
make. Mr. Gillette did not believe this 
was the fact.

Adjutant General Makes 
Important Report. 


—.. 
Expensés of Belonging to State 
Guard Forcing Men and 
cers Out of Service---$25,000 
Is Wanted for Erection of 
Armories. 


- 


In his annual report for the year 
1910, which he has just completed and 
which will be submitted at once to 
Governor Brown, Adjutant General A. 
J. Scott, of the national guard of 
Georgia, urges an annual increase of 
about $75,000 in the appropriation made 
by the state for the maintenance of 
its military organizations. 

General Scott asks for an appropria- 
tion of $50,000 for meeting the actual 
expenses of the state troops and he 
asks an appropriation of $25,000 annu- 
ally for. the purpose of constructing 
armories for the organizations of the 
military in the various towns in 
which they are located. 

Organizations Are Paying. 

The adjutant general shows by ac- 
tual figures that the state is now pay- 
ing $11,005.11 to thé organizations 
each year, while the organizations are 
paying out of their own pockets the 
sum of $41,923.87, or ‘$30,818.76 more 


state institution provided for by the 
constitution of the state.” 

“IT am quite fearful that the fine 
patriotism of the officers and men of 
the militia of this state cannot much 
longer survive under this heavy load,” 
says the adjutant general. “Even 
now efficient officers and men are 
leaving the military service.on account 
of the heavy tax on their private re- 
sources. During the past year ninety- 
six officers and eleven hundred and 
fifty-four men severed their conne ®*on 
with the military. The military is the 
only state institution in which the 
state does not pay the actual expenses 
of the institution. I ask in behalf of 
the 3,500 patriotic, self-sacrificing mili- 
tiamen of Georgia that you present 
this matter to the general assembly 
in your annual message and ask for 
an appropriation of $50,000 annually 
with which to. pay the actual expenses 
of the troops.” 

Are sry Appropriation. 

Regarding the appropriation of $25,- 
00D for armories, General Scott says: 

“The state does not own an armory, 
but- instead, is willing’ to pay $15,000 
each year for armory rent. With an 
appropriation of. $25,000 per year for 
the construction of armories,, it would 
only be a short time until each organi- 
zation in the state would have suitable 
and ample quarters.” 

General Scott’s :vea is.that in many 
cities where armories are needed the 
co-operation of the. cities can be se~- 
cured in their construction, parts 
of the armory to be used for munici- 
pal or other purposes. 

In his report the adjutant general 
takes a rap at peace officers who 
frequently send in hurry calls for 
troops, when the fear of mob violence 
is only imaginary and when the 
threatened disburbance’ could be quell- 
ed by local posses. 

Raps Peace Officer. 

He says: 

“IT deem it my duty to state here 
that the peace officers of the state 
are relying entirely too much upon 
the military to perform the duties of 
the office to which they were elected. 
They call for the military on the wild- 
est kind of rumers without even iIn- 
vestigating or calling on the posse 
comitatus or the civil pewer of county. 
The law provides for a posse comitatus 
and also states that when a civil 
officer has reason to believe that the 
ordinary posse comitatus, or civil 
power of the county, town or village, 
is or would be unable to promptly 
suppress or prevent violations of the 
laws and the peace of the state, then 
such civil officer may call on the 
military. The. militia ds willing to 
respond to any; -eall for its help to 
maintain peace and order In any com- 
munityscbut at the same time each man 


Li 


-has his own business &ffairs to look 


after and can not afford to close up 
shop to pursue and disperse some mob 
that exists only in the excited brain 
of some civil official, as was the case 
in ninety per cent./of the calls made 
on the military for assistance during 
the present year. Some means should 
be provided to force civil officers to 
use the power or force provided by 
law before a call is made for the 
service of the militia.” 

The adjutant general expresses the 
belief that if a law were passed. forc- 
ing the counties from which calls are 
made to pay the expenses of the troops 
it would “greatly lessen the number of 
purely scare calls for military assis- 
tance.’’ He urges the active co-opera- 
tive interest of the business men of the 
state both as to moral and financial 
support of the military organizations. 

Wants Change in Syatem. 

General Scott also urges a change 
in the present system of *governor’s 
appointing the adjutant general for a 
term of two years, and says: 

“Under the present conditions con- 
fronting the militia, and the attitude 
of the United States government _to- 
wards it, the position of adjutant- 
general should be continuous, and he 
should hold office the same as other 
officers of militia, viz: for life, or 
good behavior, up to sixty years of 
age, being removed only for cause. It 
is impossible for any one, no matter 
how well educated along military lines, 
to learn the duties of the adjutant- 
general of the state in less than two 
years; and just when he is becoming 
of most value to the organization his 
term of office expires. If he knew that 
his term of office depended upon his 
efficiency in office, he would better 
prepare himself for the efficient dis- 
charge of his duties; and the more 
efficient the adjutant-general, the 
mere efficient are the troops under 
him.”

RECALL IS SCORED 


‘BY WICKERSEA 


He Also Knocks Other 
Progressive Movements, 


Taft's Attorney General Says 


“‘We Are a Law-Ridden Peo- 
ple”---He Says There Is Noth- 
ing New “In This Kind of 


Demagoguery.” 


Princeton, N. J., May 1.—Attorney 
General Wickersham scored the recall 
and various so-called progressive 
movements of government in an ad- 
dress here tonight before the Prince- 
ton class of 1911. . 

“We are in truth a law-ridden peo- 
ple,” declared the attorney general, 
“and this tendency is encouraged and 
stimulated by those who seek popular 
favor by pointing to easy remedies for 
obvious ills. Not satisfied with the 
ever-swelling volume of statute laws, 
we are now urged to tinker with the 
constitution. There is nothing new in 
this kind of demagoguery. 

Much Clamorous aovind 

“There is much, clamorous advocacy 
of measures to limit the powers of 
those charged with the administration 
of our highly complicated government 
and to increase the direct intervention 
of the public in the conduct “of its 
operations. The idea that a busy 
prosperous commercial people will, .or 
can, make or administer laws better 
than representatives chosen from 
among the people for that purpose, is 
one that. .is as old.as recorded history 
and all recorded history. proves its 
fallacy. But. it-is said that in the 
workings of representative govern- 
ment, representatives do not represent 
the people. 

“I believe that to be a superfficial 
comment Representatives have, being 
human, and always .will, from time to 
time, fail in their duty, but in the long 
run our representative bodies must and 
do- give expression to precisely what 
the matured thought of the majority 
of the people demands. 

Impatient Reformers, 

“Impatient reformers, desirous of se- 
curing the prestige of immediate suc- 
cess in the advocacy of their nostrums, 
may chafe at delays. No system of 
law can be devised that will auto- 
matically work good. All laws must 
be administered by human agencies. 
The best human encies can only be 
secured by attaching confidence and 
honor and dignity to the office. A few 
laws easily understood are of more 
value than a thousand laws impossible 
of comprehension. . 

“Temporary abuses may be Pacey, 
but effective government ,tannot. de 
eonducted through the spasmodic. in- 
tervention of popular uprisings. ou 
cannot expect. to secure competent men 
for the conduct of public affairs if 
they are to be cammissioned as un- 
trustworthy,: subjected to constant 
heckling and misrepr. entation, and 
turned out branded as unfaithful ser- 
vants at a moment's notice for tem- 
porarily unpopular acts. 

Popular Impulises Often Wrong. 

“In a country whose government is 
based on manhood suffrage, any abuse 
can continue until a majority of the. 
people are convinced that it is wrofig. 
Then there is bound to be a change. 
But whether or not the change pro- 
posed to remedy the evil is a wise one 
and will not result merely in jumping 
out of the frying pan into the fire de- 
pends upon whether or not the remedy 
is sufficiently discussed to be thor- 
oughly understood. The first popular 
impulse to right a wrong often re- 
sults in committing another wrong. 

“It is in putting ‘clearly before the 
people the nature of civil ills and the 
character and effect of proposed rem- 
edies that men who have had the ben- 
efit of systematic university training 
may best justify their advantages.” 

Wilson Fellows Wickersham, 

Governor Wilson, who followed At- 
torney General Wickersham, made no 
reference in his address to the thrusts 
at progressiveism. The governor's topic 
was, “Princeton Ideals.’””’ He said col- 
lege students enjoyed a special privi- 
lege and that this imposed upon them 
a special duty as citizens, and if they 
did not faithfully discharge this duty 
they were most blameworthy.

Major General William P. Duvall, who 
was rather ‘severely injured in a 
wreck on the Hankow-Pekin express 
last Saturday, while riding with Mrs. 
Duvall and other Americans, formerly 
commanded the department of the Gulf, 
and has many ffiends and acquaint- 
ances in Atlanfta. 

He went on the retired list-on Janu- 
ary 13 last, after turning Over com- 
mand of the army in the Philippines to 
Major General J, Franklin Bell. 

Before going to the Philippines he 
was assistant chief of staff. Since his 
retirement General Duvall has made 
hts headquarters at the American em- 
bassy at Tokyo, Japan, but whether he 
was stationed there on military daty 
or was simply traveling for pleasure in 
China and Japan was not revealed by 
official sources here.

Washington, May 1.—(Special.)— 
When the house committee + on 
expenditures in the postoffice de- 
partment actually begins work 
this week one of the first 
things it will be asked to investigate 
is the status under the postal laws and 
regulations of The American Econo- 
mist, now being circulated at the pound 
rate. The American Economist is pub- 
lished weekly by the American Protect- 
ive Tariff League, with offices at 339 
Broadway, entered at the New York 
postoffice as second-class mail matter. 
The quoted subscription rates are $2 a 
year. Inquiry is being made as to 
who pays for the circutation of this 
paper, devoted to the advocacy of a 
protective tariff, and if the copies bé- 
ing sent out at the pound rate are 
sample copies, of copies paid for by 
some orginization or association in- 
stead of by the person receiving the 
paper. 

The department has been active in 
some parts of the country in investi- 


gating the alleged act of sending sam-" 


ple copies to persons who were not on 
the regular subscription list of publi- 
cations. It is chargefl that the fre- 
publican organization of the postoffiice 
department has winked at the action 
of this weekly journal, which is advyo- 
cating the republican doctrine of a pro- 
tective tariff in sending, its paper 
broadcast to those who are not sub- 
scribers at subscribers’ rates. Another 
journal about which inquiry is to be 
made is The Protectionist, publisked in 
Boston. 

The oversight of the department in 
these cases, taken in connection with 
its aggressive war upon Herbert My- 
rick and his Minnesota farm journal, 
which was refused second-class mail 
privilege for over four months, has 
aroused comment. This acticn was 
taken following the appearance in Mr. 
Myrick’s other farm journals of edito- 
rials criticising the, republicane and 
urging support of democratic aspirants 
to congress. Mr. Myrick ‘stated that 
every postmaster in the country was 
instructed to find ut the terms on 
which subscribers came to take the 
paper. 

Senator Bourne, of Oregon, the new

BARRETT WARNS PLANTERS 
AGAINST FOREIGN SYNDICATES 


Union City, Ga., May 1.—(Special.)— 
President Charles S. Barrett, of the 
National Farmers’ Union, has issued a 
statement to the members, warning 
farmers and bankers against the enter- 
ing wedge of foreign ownership of 
cotton lands. He also points out urg- 
ent need of action. His statement 
follows: 

“From the first moment that I was 
intrusted with the presidency of this 
great organization, it has always been 
my effort to avoid the note of the 
alarmist or the sensationalist. 

“But the time is come to speak plain- 
ly regarding a matter that is of the 
first importance not only to the farm- 
ers of the south, but as well to the 
business men and the people of the 
south generally. 

“It has not escaped the attention of 
the more thoughtful’ that an English 
syndicate recently acquired a large 
acreage of fine cotton lands in one of 
the central southern states. 

“The tacit purpose is to produce cot- 
ton on these lands for English spin- 
ners, thus avoiding dependence upon 
the. southern cotton farmer. 

“But it has come to my attention 
that similar negotiations are on foot in 
other portions of the cotton belt. 


Spinner, Contemplate Buying Lands. 


“What is more significant, I am also 
informed that foreign spinners gen- 
erally are contemplating the advisabil- 
ity of buying large tracts in the south- 
ern states, and produce their own 
staple. 

“Of course, in each one of these cases 
the most scientific methods will be 
employed; as much cotton will be 
raised to the acre as the specialist can 
extort; rotation and fertilization will 
be used to rethin the richness of the 
soil, and the latest improved machin- 
ery will be on the program. 

“We cannot censure foreign spinners 
for projecting this movement. It is 
simply a business proposition with 
them. 

“Tt should also be a business proposi- 
tion with the south to take cognizance 
of a movement that may throw the bal- 
ance of power in our so-called ‘monop- 
oly’ of cotton into the hands of foreign- 
ers. 

“And such ig the inevitable conclu- 
sion of the policy under debate by 
English and continental spinners. 

“The meaning of such a development 
is plain. 

“Hundreds upon thousands of south- 
ern farmers would be compelled to 
compete upon the open market with a 
product raised by the buyers upon our 
own soil and by the most improved 
methods. 

“The demand for native-grown cot- 
ton would dwindle as these foreign- 
owned farms came into their full pro- 
ductiveness. 

“Prices might, probably would, be 
controlled by mil) interests &s abso- 
lutely as they used to be controlled by 
cott exchange operators before the 
days of the farmers’ union. 


The Penalty Not Confined to Planter. 


“The penalty would not be confined 
the farmer. 

“It would be-visited in a greater or 
less degree upon every business in the 
southern states, since southtrn busi- 
ness and cotton are as yet inseparable 
financial factors. 

“The stream of gold now coming into 
the south each year from Europe 
would be lessened. Cotton, which is 
now one of the country’s greatest re- 
liances for preserving the international 
balance on the right side, would lose 
much of its vitality in that direction. 

“Tl am speaking temperately, because 
this menace is yet no larger than a 
man’s hand. We can avert it, and we 
must go about the.task without delay. 

“Conditions under a general invasion 
of foreign land-buyers would disas- 
trous. The absentee landlordism that 
is making life such a struggle 
land, nee more of a struggle in 


to

in Ireland, 
m aa ilies 
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might be reproduced on a proportion- 
ate scale in this country. 

“The only way is for southern farm- 
ers to acquire their own acres, and 
what is of equal importance, to use 
upon them the most scientific of cul- 
tural methods. It is a case of fighting | 
the devil with fire. 

“We may as well face the truth now 
as later. And the truth is that cotton 
growing in the south will not reach 
a genuine business basis until every 
farmer makeg every acre return its 
maximum, until he reduces the cost of 
production to a minimum and raises 
his own food products. 

“You may ask how this is to be 
done, when hundreds @f thousands of 
farmers do not own their own farms, 
Or are under obligations to landlords. 

“We can, first, help ourselves. We 
can do that by sacrificing, pinching 
and scraping, until all of us get out 
of debt and accumulate enough to 
make a first payment upon farms. 


Scientific Methods Urged. 


“We.can, next, reinforce this policy 
by utilizing scientific methods, ‘and all 
the help we can get from the Farmers’ 
Union lecturers and government agents 
and state and federal agricultural de- 
partments and experiment stations. 
Hand-in-hand with this should go gci- 
entific marketing and distribution un- 
der co-operative auspices. 


“In thig battle with a proVlem that} 


is going to grow in a geometrical 
ratio, the aid of the southern business 
man is needed. The banker, the mer- 
chant and the capitalfst will find it to 
his ultimate interest to co-operate to 
the end of enabling the farmer to own 
his own acres, and further, to take 
scientific agriculture to him in the 
most practical form. He shéuld like- 
wise encourage the farmer to co-oper- 
ate with his fellows. 

“In thig matter, as in every other 
that goes to bedrock, we are all in the 
Same boat. 

“Providence has given to_us what 
amounts to a world monopoly, or con- 
trol of cotton productfon. 

“To hold the control we must meet 
world-wide oonditions in the proper 
way. 

“It is equally to the interest of the 
richest and the poorest man in the 
south to see that the farmer owns his 
acres and that he uses upon them the 
most modern and intensive methods. 

“We shall take this isue up at the 
next national convention. In the mean- 
time, every class of business men in 
the south should be analyzing the sit- 
uation and its grave meaning.”

Statesboro, Ga., May 1.—(Special.)— 
The jury in tpe case of John Allen, 
a well-known farmer of this county, 
failed to return a verdict after being 
out all night, and a mistrial was de- 


clared. 

Allen is charged with the murder of 
John Waters, former night marshal of 
Statesboro, and nephew of the accused, 
at a log-rolling near Jimps station, 
about two months ago.

Why Atianta Succeeded. 


“Editor Constitution: Being asked 
on all sides why Atlanta-.is the only 
city outside of New York which can 
support the Metropolitan opera, when 
cities like Montreal and Chicago fail 
to pay expenses, permit -me a few 
words. . 

“First of all, we had our splendid 
Auditorit’m, more commodious than the 
Metropolitan itself.

In Montreal, 
for instance, the stage of the theater 
was so limited that the ballet had to 
hop up and down in one place, while

Court Instructs Grand Jury to 
Indict All Clubs Geanalecd 
Solely for Law Evasion; Als¢ 
Clubs and Other Places Where 
Sunday Drinking Is Permitted. | 


How many of the clubs in Atlanta 
are ‘bona fide clubs? How many are 
schemes or devices for evading the 
law? 

The new grand jury has been spe- 
cially charged by Judge W. D. Ellis with 
the task of finding out the answers to 
these questions. 

“A bona fide social club,” said Judge 
Ellis, “is within the protection, of the 
law; and I have no desire to inaug- 
urate an attack upon such; but a bad 
club, a bogus club, a scheme by which 
men can sell liquor for profit; where 
Other people can get it; where selec- 
tion is a name, and regulation only an 
evasion, is worse than a barroom used 
to be, because a barroom was known 
to the officers of the law, was regu- 
lated by the law, and for the *viola- 
tion of the many laws affecting them 
there were many penalties. 

“It is openly charged that there are 
some clubs in Atlanta which do not 
come within the pale of protection. 

“Such institutions are not only un- 
lawful, not only dangerous and hurt- 
ful to society, but they bring into 
disrepute every social organization 
Operated under decent and conserva- 
wtive regulations.

“You have the power to investigate 
every club in the county, to find out 
who they are, what they do, and how 
they do it. Investigation may some- 
times be arbitrary, may sometimes be 
unfortunate, but such is not the gen- 
eral rule. Investigation generally 
tends to purify. No legitimate club 
ought to object to telling you how 
it conducts its business, who belong 
to it, and, what are its objects and pur- 
poses. Those who do object, are those 
who need your attention.” 

Ban on Sunday Tippling. 

Judge Ellis stated that he realized 
that the performance of the duties 
pointed out to grand juries are some- 
times of an unpleasant nature; but 
that the grand jury is for the express 
purpose ef handling delicate matters, 
“and,” he said, “if at any time any 
juror does not desire to perform the 
duty that the law imposes upon him, 
and he will inform the court, he will 
be immediately relieved.”’ 

The charge was a guccinct but com- 
prehensive discussion of all the laws 
touching upon the liquor question, and 
in concluding, the judge said: 

“There is anether matter in con- 
nection with this club business to 
which your attention should be called. 

“A private citizen who lets his 
neighbors constantly assemble in his 
parlor to drink intoxicating liquors 
on Sunday is guilty of keeping a tip- 
pling house. He need not sell to be 
guilty. -A club which permits its mem, 
bers to assemble Sunday after Sunday 
and drink intoxicating Hquors on its 
premises is the keeper of a tippling 
house, and its managers are subject 
to indictment. No money need be 
paid. The assembling and drinking on

Reliable Recipes. 
Cocoa Dulce.—Cocoa dulce is a sort 


— 
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of a jam made with grated cocoanut 
and a syrup of sugar and water, and 
served in Cuba as we serve bar le duc 
jelly, with cream cheese and crack- 
ers. It is better made from fresh 
cocoanut, but may .be made from the 
désiccated, if desired. Make a very 
heavy syrup of sugar and water and 
cool. Add as much grated cocoanut 
as can be easily ixed in, Bring to a 
boil and seal im £lasses. 


Orange Marmalade.—One dozen large 
oranges. Cut in halves and scoop out 
the juice. Boil the \jpeels two or three 
hours in plenty of ‘water until you can 
run a broom corn through them. Drain 
and when cool enough to handle 
scrape out all the white, leaving only 
the yellow outside. Cut into straws. 
Weigh the pulp free from membrane 
and add an equal weight of Sugar. Boil 
pulp, sugar and straws for two hours 
and then turn into glasses. It should 
fill six one-pint jelly tumblers. 


Pudding. Beat 
eggs and 


Frozen Chocolate 
the yolks of three 
one-half cupful of sugar together 
until very light; add slowly one 
cupful of scalde@d milk. Then gradu- 
ally pour this over one and one-half 
ounces of unsweetened chocolate. Put 
the mixture in a double boller and stir 
until it thickens and coats the spoon. 
When cold add one cupful of whipped 
cream, one tablespoonful of vanilla ex- 
tract and freeze. Prepare and have 
ready one cupful! of candied fruits, figs 
and seeded raisins. Cut the candied 
fruits and figs into small pieces; cut 
the “raisins in halves. Make a syrup 
of a quarter of a cupful each of sugar 
and water, add the fruit, cook until 
it is tender and plump, then drain. 
Add the fruit to the frozen mixture 
when it is almost done and finish 
freezing. When done put in a quart 
melon mold and let stand for an hour 
or more packed in ice and salt. Serve 
with flavored whipped cream,

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SALE OF BONDS 
S AUTHORIZED 


Bond Commission Is Au- 
thorized to Put $840,000 
Worth on Market. 


By action of the general council yes- 
terday afternoon the bond commission 
is authorized to sell the following 
bonds before July 1: 

Water bonds, $210,000; sewer bonds,

But Later Cotton Fluctuations 
Became Irregular---Spot 
Cotton Quiet. 


New York, May 1.—Predictions for 
frost in the western belt caused tather 
@ sharp advance in today’s cotton mar- 
ket during the earlier trading, but 
there was considerable realizing, and 
fluctuations became irregular later, 
with the close net 5 points higher to 6 


points lower. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
Vance of 7 points to a decline of 4 
points, old crop positions being rela- 
tively steady in the absence of im- 
portant offerings, while the new crop 
was lower under over Sunday realizing. 
Liverpool, however, was relatively easy 
on the near months, with private cables 
reporting a less active trade demand 
and the relative ruling of the old and 
new crop here soon reversed, with the 
new crop leading the advance during 
the morning on prospects for continued 
unsettled weather in the eastern belt, 
and for lower temperature in the west. 
The western belt forecast called for 
frost tonight, thus confwming private 
predictions based on the showing of the 
early weather map, but failed to stimu- 
late any great amount of fresh buying 
for long account and after showing a 
net gain of about 12@13 points new 
crop positions turned easier under real- 
izing by early buyers. 

The old crop found bull support 
around 15.32 for July, or about 4 points 
the .closing figures of Saturday 
night, however, and the market in the 
late trading was irregular, closing sev- 
eral points up from the’ lowest, with 
the old crop relatively firm, and in most 
instances showing net gains for the 
da 
Receipte today 11,292 bales, against 
9.35-0last week and.7,790 last year. For 
the week 45,000, against 45,001 last 
week and 54,672 lagt year.

STOCK MARKET WAITED 
FOR WASHINGTON NEWS 


When It Became Known That 
Decisions Were Not Ready, 
Market Became Brisk. 


New York, May 1.—For a few hours 
the advance in stocks which  pro- 
gressed briskly in the closing days of 
last week, was halted while the mar- 
ket awaited word from Washington as 
to whether decisions were to be an 
nounced by the supreme court in the 
anti-trust cases. There was some lIr- 
regularity in prices, but the market 
held more firmly than on many of the 
other supreme court’s “decision days.” 
When it became known that the decis- 
ions were not to be handed down to- 
day, the buying movement was re- 
sumed and prices moved upward. Trad- 
ing grew more active toward the end 
of the day, and at the close a number 
of substantial advances were distrib- 
uted through the list of active issues. 
Stocks were in scant supply even at 
the higher levels, a fact which encour- 
aged bull operators to extend their 
activity. 

Adverse March reports of the two 
largest eastern railroad systems had 
no effect upon the market. The Penn- 
svivania, by reducing its operating ex- 
penses more than $950,000, fulfilled ex- 
pectations as to the results of its re-, 
trenchment policy, but the amount 
thus saved offset less than half of the 
decrease of $1,679,000 in gross receipts. 
The New York Central line proper re- 
ported a gain in net of $807,000, but 
losses of subsidiary companies were in 
seme cases heavy, the report for all 
companies showing a decrease of $582,- 
000 in net. 

Metal stocks were well-supported 
and their advances reflected the more 
cheerful sentiment in regard to the 
outlook for both the copper and steel 
markets. The outlook for the steel 
trade is made somewhat brighter by 
the disposition of the railroads to re- 
enter the market. Preliminary est!- 
mates of the April earnings of the 
United States Steel Corporation sug- 
gest an amount not far from the total 
of about 10,500,000 reported for March. 
Canadian Pacific continued its record- 
breaking movement, rising 4% points. 
Unusual activity and strength of Read- 
ing second preferred, which gained 5 
points, was attended by a revival of 
the report that the issue would be re- 
tired. Denver and. Rio issues movei 
against the market, the preferred be- 
ing especially weak with a maximum 
drop of 3% points. In explanation of 
the movement, it was said that the 
semi-annual dividend, on which action 
is to be taken, the latter part ef this 
month, might be reduced or possibly 
suspended.

An ordinance was adopted providing 
that the city hall offices be kept open 
from 8 a. m. to 5 p. m. each week day 
except Saturdays. On Saturdays the 
closing hour will be 1 p. m., in Decem- 
ber, November, January, February and 
March, and at 2 o’clock in all other 
months. 

An appropriation of $500 was made 
to entertain the American Federation 
of Mysicians which meets in Atlanta. 

T@ entertain the Saengerfest which 
meets here next week an appropriation 
of $250 was made. 

A resolution was adopted which calls 
for a charter amendment which will 
give the city the power to fill vacan- 
cies in the aldermanic board and city 
council, such elections to hola good un- 
til the next general election.
